“ Do men gather

We (that is us farmers) are having* 
it drilled into us how extravagant and 
wasteful we are until we want to see 
who our educators and generals are 
and how they manipulate their busi­ 
ness whether it is in accordance with 
our ideas of how they should handle 
their affairs. 
They are touring the 
country telling us how to handle ours. 
No, we don’t know it all, but when we 
want knowledge we generally go to 
those who have made that particular 
matter a study. Last week a leading 
attorney of Fort Worth informed us 
that, “ There was no such a thing as 
Blight” in a certain kind of grain, 
when experience has taught us that 
particular kind of grain could not be 
successfully grown here. This is only 
one of the many instances the gen­ 
erals from the C. of C. try to enlighten 
us upon and their wisdom is about on 
par with this illustration.

Now suppose that ive were to invite 
the same generals into a corn field on 
a July day and a very unsavory 
aroma should fill their nostrils do 
you think those “ professional men” 
would know whether it was chinch bug 
or pole cat? No, the brother of the 
legal fraternity would say, after look­ 
ing heavenward, and sniff ing the air, 
“ That, according to Gladstone,” it 
was disembodied particles of gaseous 
matter wafted on the gentle zephyrs 
from the eastern hemisphere of war- 
wrecked countries.”
